This  is  a  frank  statement  of  an  urgent  prob- 
lem which  now  confronts  your  College.  During 
the  past  years,  those  who  have  been  charged 
with  the  direction  of  Boston  College  have  en- 
deavored to  extend  and  to  improve  its  educa- 
tional services  to  the  limit  of  its  resources.  In 
every  case,  first  consideration  has  been  given 
to  the  quality  of  the  service  which  has  been  in- 
sisted upon  with  no  limit  imposed  other  than 
that  dictated  by  a  prudent  financial  policy. 
Pearl  Harbor  cut  across  our  extended  lines  of 
communication.  Education  is  a  work  of  peace, 
end  no  other  activity,  perhaps,  suffers  more 
grievously  from  war.  Young  men  must  go  to 
war  and  must  produce  for  war.  The  first  pri- 
ority is  of  man-power;  the  essential  materials 
of  higher  education  disappear,  and  college  reg- 
istrations decline  sharply.  At  the  same  time 
economic  conditions  bring  about  a  decrease  in 
the  returns  from  scholarship  funds,  and  cost  of 
operation  increases  considerably.  Certainly 
the  College  must  look  to  its  Alumni  for  active 
and  whole-hearted  support  at  this  time. 

There  are  two  principal  courses  of  action  I 
should  like  to  recommend  to  the  Alumni  at 
present.  The  first  concerns  the  Loyalty  Fund. 
Recently  there  has  been  more  than  a  slight 
falling  off  in  the  contributions  made  to  the 
,F.und.  Obviously,  there  are  fewer  who  can  con- 
tribute, since  so  many  must  enter  the  armed 
services.  It  is  then,  all  the  more  incumbent 
upon  those  who  are  in  a  position  to  do  so  to 
.contribute    more   generously   than   ever. 

Secondly,  I  am  returning  a  proposal  which 
has  been  placed  before  the  Alumni  several 
times,  that  of  interesting  prospective  students 
in  the  College.  It  may  seem  to  some  that  it 
would  be  more  patriotic  to  urge  the  young  men 
to  enter  the  armed  forces,  or  to  answer  the 
call  for  defense  workers.  Yet,  we  must  keep 
our  eyes  fixed  not  on  any  single  aspect  of  this 
total  emergency,  but  upon  the  general  welfare 
of  our  country.  Should  the  emergency  demand 
Jt,  the  College  is  ready  and  eager  to  turn  its 
'^buildings  into  barracks  or  hospitals  or  work- 
shops, and  its  faculty  will  with  enthusiasm,  as 
some  have  alreody  done,  march  to  the  battle- 
front  with  our  students  and  alumni,  or  learn 
how  to  operate  a  lathe.  But  surely  that  time 
has  not  yet  arrived.      Even   in   England,  where 


the  demands  upon  man-power  are  so  very  heavy 
the  policy  has  been  to  protect  the  universities 
as  is  clear  from  the  following  official  statement 
"The  importance  of  trained  men  and  womei 
for  the  current  war  effort  and,  although  neces 
sarily  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  national  well-beini 
after  the  war,  was  rightly  recognized  in  satis 
tying  the  demand  of  the  services  for  mai 
power."  Only  a  few  days  ago.  Secretary  Kno: 
in  an  instruction  to  the  Colleges  which  ha^ 
adopted  the  V-1  Plan  wrote:  "Please  tell  you 
young  men  who  apply  for  enlistment  and  train 
ing  under  this  plan  that  they  will  be  serving  th 
nation  if  they  continue  their  college  courses  n 
less  than  those  of  your  Alumni  who  are  alread 
in  active  service."  Secretary  Stimson  is  a  recen 
communication  to  the  American  Association  o 
Colleges  stated:  "The  War  Department  hope 
that  the  educational  activities  of  the  college 
of  the  country  will  be  interrupted  as  little  o 
possible  consistent  with  the  Army  effort,  bu 
it  is  recognized  that  very  serious  interruptioi 
may  become  more  and  more  necessary  as  tim 
goes  on."  His  statement  goes  on  to  list  si: 
basic  requirements  for  military  leadership  the 
the  colleges  are  eminently  qualified  to  imparl 
All  the  plans  proposed  by  the  Navy,  the  Marin 
Corps,  and  the  Air  Service  for  training  speciall 
qualified  officer  material  have  been  adopted  t' 
the  curriculum,  and  hove  been  approved  by  thi 
various  branches.  Although  the  Army  has  no 
at  yet  brought  forward  any  specific  plan  fo 
collegiate  co-operation,  yet  it  has  made  gen 
eral  recommendations,  all  of  which  hove  beer 
incorporated  into  our  war-time  plan  of  studies 
In  addition  to  these,  there  is  always  the  duty  o 
the  colleges  to  consult  the  needs  of  leadershi[ 
in  peace  times,  which  is  no  less  important  thar 
the  immediate  military  effort.  The  correlatiV( 
of  this  work  of  the  colleges  is  the  co-operatior 
of  students. 

It  is  realized  of  course  that  all  this  ma\ 
change  suddenly,  but  until  it  does,  our  plan: 
must  meet  the  situation  realistically.  Mos 
students  who  enter  college  this  year  may  lool 
forward  to  completing  their  work  for  a  degrei 
before  they  are  called  up  for  military  duty 
But  even  though  a  student  is  able  to  completf 
only  two-thirds  or  even  one-half  of  the  re 
quirements,  it  is  clear  how  great  an  advantag(

It  is  very  definite  that  the 
rolLment  in  each  department  of  the  College 
I  be  substantially  depleted  in  September, 
d  if  we  act  promptly  and  effectively,  we  can 
Ip  Father  Rector  and  our  College  during  the 
predictable  future.  I  sincerely  urge,  there- 
■e,  that  the  officers  of  the  local  chapters  act 
on  this  request  at  their  club  meetings,  that 
ch  alumnus  take  up  the  problem  with  his 
irical,  business  and  professional  friends,  that 
all  act  —  now. 


You  will  read  elsewhere  in  this  issue  of  the 
formation  of  the  War  Service  Advisory  Bureau 
for  College  Alumni,  to  which  your  executive 
board  is  giving  its  enthusiastic  support.  We 
have  contributed  a  substantial  sum  toward  the 
maintenance  of  the  organization,  and  as  your 
representative,  I  have  attended  all  of  the  meet- 
ings of  the  executive  committee,  and  am  fa- 
miliar with  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from 
the  services  of  the  Bureau.  We  express  our 
thanks  tO'  Father  Rector  for  loaning  to  the  Bu- 
reau on  a  part  time  basis,  the  services  of  George 
Donaldson,  '29,  Personnel  Director  at  the  Col- 
lege, who  has  been  of  very  valuable  assistance 
to  the  Bureau  and  its  executive  committee.  I 
wish  to  thank  also  William  Marnell,  '27,  for 
offering  his  services  and  those  of  three  fellow 
schoolteachers  as  volunteer  workers  at  the 
headquarters  of  the  Bureau. 

The  number  of  contributors  and  the  total 
sum  contributed  to  the  Loyalty  Fund  dropped- 
off  this  year,  for  obvious  reasons.  We  have  no 
criticism  to  make,  and  know  that  everyone  is 
doing  his  best,  consistent  with  his  other  obliga- 
tions. We  urge,  however,  that  you  continue 
with  your  support  during  the  coming  year  so 
that  the  activities  of  your  Association  will  not 
have  to  be  curtailed  during  the  present  crisis.

At  the  time  the 
fference  between  one  or  two  years  ond  four 
II  years  will  loom  very  large.  Even  in  the 
pposition  that  the  young  man  returning  to 
/il  life  does  not  wish  to  complete  the  work 
r  his  B.A.  degree,  there  are  many  avenues 
len  to  one  who  has  completed  at  least  half 

the  work,  such  as  the  admission  to  law 
hools,   ciil   service   fields,   and  others. 
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The  members  of  the  Alumni,  then,  are  asked 
to  interest  themselves  actively  in  directing  prop- 
erly qualified  students  to  the  College.  I  sin- 
cerely hope  that  each  one  will  see  to  it  that  he 
holds  a  personal  interview  with  some  prospec- 
tive student.  All  ore  conversant  with  the  fa- 
cilities which  the  College  offers  in  the  arts,  in 
science,  in  business  education,  in  law  and  so- 
cial work.  And  I  should  like  to  stress  in  a  par- 
ticular way  the  opportunity  which  the  Intown 
College  presents  both  to  men  and  women  for 
part-time  work  towards  a  degree.  Here  is  your 
opportunity  to  be  of  real  service.  Please  do  not 
merely  read  this  and  approve  of  it  in  general. 
This  is  the  time  when  students  lay  their  plans 
for  the  coming  year.

^pSt  This  is  the  ideological  Odyssey  of  Jack, 
who  graduated  from  St.  Vitus  College  in  1923, 

Jock  was  always  glad  he  hod  the  philosophy. 
It  left  his  feet  on  the  ground.  He  had  princi- 
ples, and  they  are  what  you  need  in  life.  To 
be  sure,  Jack  would  be  hard  put  tO'  expound 
any  specific  tenet  of  the  philosophy.  He  had 
never  read  St.  Thomas  Aquinas  or  St.  August- 
ine, never  read  about  St.  Anselm  or  Duns  Sco- 
tus,  never  heard  of  John  the  Scot.  He  had  the 
philosophy  out  of  a  manual,  and  the  man  who 
wrote  the  manual  had  the  peculiar  powers  of 
the  ruminant. 

The  truth  is  that  Jack  did  have  principles. 
Perhaps  the  philosophy  strengthened  them,  but 
he  had  them  at  his  mother's  knee,  in  the  pa- 
rochial grammar  school,  as  on  altar  boy,  in 
the  practise  of  his  religious  duties.  To  make 
assurance  doubly  sure,  they  were  driven  home 
in  a  long  series  of  annual  retreats  and  missions, 
all  cut  to  the  same  general  pattern.  Jack  was 
entitled  to  a  certain  sense  of  righteousness.  He 
would  always  be  a  faithful  husband,  a  good 
father,  an  honest  man. 

Life  was  a  pattern  in  black  and  white  to 
Jack.  Things  were  right  or  wrong.  Being  an 
honest  man,  he  would  never  abandon  the  one 
nor  condone  the  other.  From  the  day  he  en- 
tered college,  almost  a  year  after  the  Armis- 
tice, through  his  college  years,  and  through  the 
twenty  years  that  followed,  he  believed  with 
that  intensity  of  belief  which  only  the  entirely 
honest  can  achieve  that  the  summation  of  evil 
in  our  generation  is  contained  in  the  word 
Communism. 

Nothing  happened  in  the  twenties  to  trouble 
him  in  that  conviction.  He  believed  it  and 
his  fellow  Americans  believed  it.  Mussolini 
was  a  good  sort.  He  stamped  out  Communism 
in  Italy  and  made  the  trains  run  on  time.  The 
prisoner  of  the  Vatican  was  freed,  too. 

Jack  weathered  the  depression  all  right,  too. 
He  took  his  cuts  at  the  office  but  the  boss  didn't 
have  to  lay  off  anyone.  He  came  to  see  the 
silliness  of  the  twenties  more  clearly,  but  it 
was  no  tremendous  shock  to  him.  In  fairness 
to  Jack,  he  had  never  been  attuned  to  the  Jazz 
Era.  He  had  never  accepted  it  and  its  passing 
was  good  riddance.  With  a  wisdom  deeper 
than  he  knew,  he  sensed  a  healthy  chastening  in 
the  downfall  of  the  Coral  Gables  era. 

But  something  else  was  happening.  Adolph 
Hitler  came  to  power  the  same  time  that  Frank- 


lin D.  Roosevelt  did.  He  voted  for  Roosevel 
and  got  a  laugh  out  of  Hitler.  He  looked  tot 
much  like  Charlie  Chaplin  to  be  taken  seriously 
Later  he  turned  out  to  be  a  venomous  foe  o 
Communism.  Perhaps  there  was  more  to  th( 
fellow  than  showed  on  the  surface.  He  usee 
strongarm  methods,  but  the  Germans  like  regi 
mentation. 

The  first  really  dark  cloud  on  Jack's  inter 
national  horizon  was  the  invasion  of  Ethiopia 
That  wasn't  Mussolini's  style.  Jack  didn't 
want  trouble  but  he  hoped  England  and  Fronci 
would  stop  it.  The  Hoore-Loval  agreemen 
shocked  him  profoundly.  European  power  poli 
tics  hadn't  changed.  Thank  God  he  was  oi 
American.  We  hove  our. faults,  but  we  don' 
sell  helpless  countries  down  the  river. 

Then  come  the  persecution  of  the  Jews  ir 
Germany.  That  was  wrong;  Hitler  was  goin; 
too  for  now.  To  be  sure  it  was  Communisrr 
Hitler  was  really  attacking,  Jack  used  to  say 
but  that  didn't  justify  cold  brutality.  Agair 
he  thanked  God  he  was  an  American. 

To  Jack  the  Spanish  Civil  War  was  a  perfec 
pattern  in  block  and  white.  The  forces  of  righ 
had  risen  and  they  were  smiting  the  powers  o 
darkness.  When  Franco  won  and  the  Com 
munists  were  thoroughly  beaten,  he  was  move< 
to  the  very  depths  of  his  soul.  Virtue  has  it 
victories. 

Then  things  came  thick  and  fast.  The  Hit 
ier-Stolin  pact  was  a  jolt  in  the  fullest  sense 
there  was  nothing  surprising  in  it  where  thi 
Communist  was  concerned,  because  such  dia 
bolicol  double-crossing  he  considered  inheren 
in  Communism,  but  Hitler  had  him  puzzlei 
now.  He  fell  back  mentally  on  sure  things 
American  things. 

Austria,  Czecho-Slovakio,  then  Poland  am 
Europe  again  gone  mad.  His  own  mind  was  < 
turmoil  now.  Communism  was  the  enemy,  bu 
Hitler  and  Mussolini  hod  made  a  pact  witt 
Communism.  He  found  himself  beginning  ti 
hate  Hitler,  to  hate  Fascism  almost  the  way  hi 
hated  Communism.  He  found  himself  cheer 
ing  inwardly  for  England  even  though  he  woul( 
not  say   it  openly. 

But  one  thing  was  certain.  America  stoo<| 
solid  in  the  right.  His  picture  of  Europe  hai 
become  blurred  and  distorted.  But  AmeriC( 
was  right.  He  found  himself  loving  the  solii 
earth  of  America,  the  names  of  American  citie 
and  rivers,  the  names  Washington,  Lincoln,  Jef 
ferson.  There  was  something  hysterical  in  this 
He  saw  the  darkness  coming  on,  as  one  by  on( 
the  lights  of  civilization  went  out.  He  was  at 
isolationist.  He  gloried  in  the  word.  H( 
wanted  to  isolate  America  from  treachery,  ha 
tred,  and  blood.  He  wanted  it  to  be  clean  one 
pure  and  beautiful.  America  first,  lost,  one 
always.     So  he  joined  America  First. 

Aid  to  Britain,  destroyer-bases  deal,  lend 
lease,  opening  of  the  Red  Sea  route,  Iceland 
repeal  of  the  neutrality  act,  aid  to  Russia,  step' 
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lownward  towards  destiny  waiting  with  blood- 
tained  hands.  A  dry  cynicism  filled  him  and 
le  became  a  scoffer.  Arms  for  England,  Egypt, 
'ussia,  China.  His  youngster  was  seventeen 
ears  old.  Would  there  be  arms  for  him?  Jack 
ever  opposed  national  defense.  That  was  a 
e  his  enemies  invented.  He  believed  in  Amer- 
:a,  would  die  for  America.  But  his  enemies 
aid  .   .  . 

That  was  the  day  before  Pearl  Harbor.  Thank 
icd  it  was  the  Japs.  On  December  seventh 
ack  prayed,  and  on  December  eighth  a  light- 
ess  filled  him.  He  was  one  again  with  his 
=llcw  countrymen.  This  was  his  war  as  well 
s  theirs.  Nobody  jockeyed  us  into  Pearl  Hor- 
or. 

Some  of  his  "enemies"  will  not  let  him  for- 
et.  Why  are  they  his  enemies?  They  claim 
3  love  America;  he  knows  that  he  does.  He 
E;els  free  to  criticize  the  war  effort  where  he 
links  it  faulty;  that  is  an  American's  imme- 
lorial  privilege.  Why  do  they  suspect  him, 
jggest  by  innuendo  that  he  is  on  the  wrong 
de? 

Jack  forgets  that  he  was  a  cynic  and  a  scof- 
ir.  Man  always  forgets  the  garment  he  has 
3St  aside.      Other  men  remember. 

Jack  is  a  man  of  good  will  and  much  that  is 
3id  against  him  is  unfair.  But  it  is  not  all 
nfair.  Jack  has  had  one  fundamental  weak- 
ess  in  his  thought  and  it  goes  back  many 
sors. 

He  has  moulded  his  life  by  principles  and 
1  the  basic  things  of  life  his  principles  ore 
Dund.  They  will  endure  when  the  ideologies  of 
icdernists  have  dried  to  the  dust  that  only 
cctors  of  philosophy  stir.  But  he  has  trusted 
30  much  to  principles  and  underestimated  the 
)le  of  factual  knowledge. 

Take  the  matter  of  Communism.  Commun- 
m  to  him  has  been  a  fixed  principle  of  evil, 
herefore  Fascism,  its  implacable  foe,  was  a 
xed  principle  of  good.  But  that  didn't  work 
jt.  Fascism  and  Communism  made  common 
3use  when  it  suited  their  mutual  convenience. 
■  was  when  he  finally  came  to  see  that  the 
lazis  and  the  Fascists  were  men  of  diabolical 
igenuity,  fighting  with  ideas  as  well  as  swords, 
of  for  the  victory  of  an  idea  but  for  the  con- 
uest  of  the  world's  material  wealth,  that  he 
scome  an  America  Firster.  He  had  been  taken 
1  by  an  international,  ideological  con  game, 
he  country  bumpkin,  taken  in  by  the  city 
icker,  becomes  an  isolationist.  He  isolates 
imself  back  on  the  farm.  Jack  isolated  him- 
;lf  back  in  America. 

Even  today  Jack  is  loath  to  see  that  if  the 
.xis  really  aims  at  world  dominion,  then  lend- 
!ase,  Iceland,  aid  to  Russia  and  the  rest  become 
art  of  the  national  defense  picture.  Nazi  Ger- 
lany  built  a  cushion  of  conquered  smaller 
roups  about  her  before  the  real  war,  the  war 
ith  England,  Russia,  and  America,  started, 
.merica,  by  the  steps  it  took  in  1  940  and  1 941 , 
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BOSTON  COLLEGE  INTOWN 

•^  The  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  Intown, 
in  accordance  with  governmental  requests,  has 
accelerated  its  program  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  war  emergency  and  to  send  better  equipped 
men  more  rapidly  into  the  field  of  national  de- 
fense. 

The  scholastic  year  has  been  extended  to  in- 
clude o  third  term,  from  May  4  to  July  31 .  Un- 
der this  arrangement  the  school  year  will  run 
from  September  to  July  for  the  duration.  The 
Pre-Legal  training,  which  formerly  took  three 
years,  now  is  completed  in  two  years  consisting 
of  three  semesters  a  year.  The  Bachelor's 
course,  which  previously  was  a  six  to  eight  years 
course,  can  be  covered  now  in  four  years  with  a 
total,  as  before  of  twelve  semesters.  An  ad- 
justment of  the  curriculum  has  been  made  to 
allow  the  introduction  of  more  war  courses,  es- 
pecially mathematics  and  sciences,  though 
other  fields,  such  as  History  and  the  Social 
Sciences,  also  offer  courses  with  a  war  em- 
phasis. A  course  on  "the  Politics  of  the  Pa- 
cific" was  offered  during  the  second  semester 
by  Professor  Thomas  D.  Mahoney  and  a  course 
on  "The  Sociology  of  War"  will  be  given  dur- 
ing the  Summer  term.  May  4-July  31,  by  Mr. 
John   Donovan.

e*^  Ordinarily  the  conclusion  of  another  school 
year  at  Boston  College  is  an  event  of  no  small 
significance.  However,  every  member  of  the 
class  of  1942  will  agree  that  this  year  was  the 
most  significant  in  his  whole  college  career. 
They  witnessed  their  careers,  their  very  lives 
reshaped  overnight  by  the  advent  of  war.  All 
thoughts  of  self  vanished  and  a  single  idea  per- 
vaded the  mind  of  every  student — how  he  could 
best  serve  his  country  in  this  emergency.  The 
college  authorities  co-operated  by  revising  the 
curriculum  to  include  more  practical  courses, 
such  as  navigation.  Radio  and  Morse  Code,  but 
at  the  same  time  the  value  of  fundamental  sub- 
jects and  cultural  courses  was  emphasized. 
None  of  the  traditional  methods  of  education 
was  sacrificed  but  rather  did  the  school  pro- 
gram become  more  balanced  and  fully  equipped 
to  prepare  students  for  the  armed  services. 

Extra-curricular  activities  during  the  second 
semester  were  naturally  minimized.  The  stu- 
dent newspaper,  "The  Heights,"  continued  pub- 
lication each  week,  as  did  the  Stylus  each  month 
but  the  lack  of  news  limited  its  scope  notice- 
ably. The  Dramatic  Society  presented  "Uncle 
Tom's  Cabin"  the  first  week  in  February  and 
played  to  capacity  audiences  for  three  nights 
and  two  matinees.  Richard  Keating'  '42,  was 
outstanding  as  little  Eva.  An  event  more  in 
accordance  with  the  times  was  the  Day  of  Rec- 
ollection held  at  the  college  the  first  of  Feb- 
ruary. The  Rev.  Francis  V.  Sullivan,  S.J.,  ad- 
dressed a  large  gathering  of  students  at  this 
unusual  ceremony.  Joseph  Elliott,  '42,  Sodality 
Prefect  was  in  charge  of  the  arrangements. 

Pre-Lenten  social  dances  were  held  by  the 
Sophomores  on  January  23  and  the  Seniors  Feb- 
ruary 1  3  when  the  annual  Cross  and  Crown  Ball 
was  held  Under  the  Towers.  The  Juniors  be- 
gan preparations  for  their  annual  Prom  in  Feb- 
ruary by  naming  the  committee.  The  Fulton 
debaters  contested  wtih  Holy  Cross  and  Provi- 
dence on  February  27. 


The  Navy  and  the  Marines  offered  early  in 
March  two  new  opportunities  for  qualified  un- 
dergraduates to  obtain  commissions  in  the  re- 
spective services.  Approximately  one  hundred 
students  have  already  signed  up  for  either  of 
these  training  courses  and  the  seniors  will  leave 
immediately  after  school  while  the  undergrad- 
uates will  be  allowed  to  finish  their  education 
according  to  present  plans.  The  physical  re- 
quirements for  both  courses  are  very  rigid  and 
the  V-7  class  requires  college  mathematics. 

In  line  with  the  rapid  pace  of  the  second 
semester  the  Sub  Turri  staff  labored  unceas- 
ingly to  meet  its  early  deadline  in  March.  Faced 
with  a  reduced  budget,  the  editors  have,  as  the 
final  product  attests,  retained  the  high  stand- 
ard of  previous  yearbooks  and  presented  the 
class  of  1942  with  a  fitting  memento  of  their 
undergraduate  days  at  Boston  College.  The 
Glee  Club  and  the  Emmanuel  College  Chora 
Society  presented  a  very  enjoyable  concert  ai 
the  Library  Auditorium  March  15.  Conductoi 
Theodore  N.  Marier  scored  again  with  a  unique 
and  interesting  program.  This  performancf 
marked  the  final  appearance  of  Brian  Sullivan 
'42,  who  left  the  following  Monday  for  service 
in  the  Coast  Artillery  as  a  Second  Lieutenant 
The  Sub  Turri  conducted  their  annual  poll  o 
"mosts  and  bests"  among  the  seniors  in  March 
Paul  Maguire  of  Dorchester  and  Martin  Hans 
berry  of  Walthom  were  named  most  popula 
and  most  likely  to  succeed   respectively. 

Despite  the  pressure  of  math,  navigation,  am 
other  "defense  courses,"  most  of  the  student 
found  time  to  visit  the  annual  Stylus  Bookfai 
held  in  the  Library  from  March  23-30.  Thi 
exhibition  was  arranged  by  Robert  Muse,  '42 
in  collaboration  with  the  editors  of  the  Stylus 
The  Heights  elected  the  staff  for  the  schoc 
year  1942-43  and  Ernest  Santosuosso  of  Dor 
Chester  was  elected  Editor-in-Chief.  The  Stylu 
also  elected  new  officers  and  Thomas  J.  HeatI 
of  Somerville  succeeded  Joseph  Dever  as  Editor 
As  a  prelude  to  examinations  which  began  thi 
year  April  13,  the  seniors  enjoyed  the  music  o 
Roily  Rogers  at  their  annual  Philomatheia  Bal 
at  the  Copley-Plaza,  April  6. 

As  the  date  for  Commencement  1  942  draw 
near,  the  Seniors  can  look  back  on  a  memorabi 
year,  one  that  saw  many  changes  made  an( 
witnessed  the  graduation  of  the  first  class  sine 
the  World  War  on  a  wartime  basis.  The  event 
of  Commencement  week,  the  Communioi 
Breakfast,  Class  Day,  the  Graduation  Ball,  wil 
remain  ever  in  their  memories  as  they  prepar 
to  take  their  place  in  the  world  as  soldiers  o 
their  country  or  soldiers  of  Christ,  as  doctors 
lawyers,  or  defense  workers.

The  Army  offers  some  commissions  through 
its  organized  reserve.  This  is  briefly  what 
they  want;  Men  who  are  top  notchers,  whose 
entry  into  the  service  means  not  a  promo- 
tion but  a  sacrifice.  These  applicants  must 
have  exceptionally  brood  experience  on  a  high 
plane,  or  exceptional  specialized  education  and 
experience,  and  are  preferably  over  45  years  of 
age. 

Engineers  are  in  great  demand  by  both  Army 
and  Navy.  The  Army  wants  them  for  many 
branches  and  for  many  purposes  including  the 
building  of  the  Alaska  Highway.  One  thing 
they  try  to  insist  upon  is  five  or  ten  years  ex- 
perience.     In  addition,  the  Army  wants: 

Purchasing  agents  with  well  rounded  experi- 
ence in  complete  lines;  Linguists  with  fluency 
in  five  or  six  languages,  and,  if  possible, 
under  30  years  of  age  for  counter  espionage 
work;  Communications  men  including  radio 
hams,  electronics  specialists,  and  electrical 
engineers,  radar  maintenance; 
Road  construction  experts  —  if  versed  in  all 
phases  and  having  had  full  charge  of  exten- 
sive road  building; 

Managers  of  truck  fleets  —  with  200  or  300 
trucks  under  their  orders; 
Dentists,     physicians,     chaplains,     veterinar- 
ians; 

Lawyers  —  only  if  top  flight  and  at  very  head 
of  profession; 

Accountants  —  exceptional  ones  only; 
Salesmen  —  not  needed  until  after  the  war. 
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The  Army  Air  Corps  has  also  been  seeking 
older  men  who  are  experienced  to  release  offi- 
cers now  engaged  in  routine  work  and  instru- 
tion,  such  as, 

Administrators  for  air  ports,  etc.  —  men  with 
airport,  or  other  administrative  work  on  a  high 
level; 

Instructors  —  pilots  of  last  war,  or  other 
pilots  not  eligible  for  combat  duty; 

Pilots  for  ferry  command; 

Teachers  of  vocational  subjects  for  mechan- 
ics and  ground  schools; 

Meterologists  —  in  this  regard  it  was  sug- 
gested that  with  even  Wellesley  opening  its 
doors  for  such  training  it  would  be  patriotic  for 
seme  older  men  to  study  for  this  branch. 

This  is  in  addition  to  the  aviation  cadets 
and  warrant  officer  ratings  which  rank  just 
below  commissioned  officers. 

Aviation  Cadets  are  trained  to  be  (1)  Air 
crew  men  —  pilots,  navigators  and  bombard- 
iers, (2)  Groundcrew  men  —  armament,  met- 
erology  photography,  communications  and  en- 
gineer officers. 

The  Naval  Reserve  offers  commissions  and 
warrants  to  civilians  who  meet  its  requirements. 
Most  numerous  are  those  granted  to  men  un- 
der 27  or  28  as  aviation  cadets  (V-5)  or  re- 
serve midshipmen   (V-7). 

In  addition  to  men  of  "broad  experience  in 
an  independent  and  responsible  capacity,"  va- 
rious commissions  are  open.

Mickey  Connolly,  the  talented  junior  from 
Norwalk,  Conn.,  injured  his  knee  during  a 
Spring  football  scrimmage  but  is  expected  to 
fit  into  Maguire's  picture  when  the  injury  is 
completely  healed.  Mickey  is  a  classy  fielder 
and  probably  the  best  hitter  on  the  Heights.

Ireakfasts  after  attending  Moss  and  receiving 
^oly  Communion  on  Laetare  Sunday,  March  1  5. 
Three  years  ago  the  Alumni  Association  in- 
lugurated  the  custom  of  setting  aside  one  Sun- 
iay  in  the  year  to  be  called  Universal  Boston 
College  Communion  Sunday.  Perhaps  the  most 
mportant  of  all  was  the  observance  of  that  day 
his  year.  For  the  Alumni  offered  Holy  Com- 
nunion  for  its  members  now  in  the  armed  forces 
if  the  country. 

Despite  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  in

He  declared  that  our  soldiers  need  spiritual 
raining  to  be  able  to  face  death.  "When  one 
relieves  with  all  his  soul  that  the  end  of  life 
s  the  beginning  of  an  unending  life,  that  death 
s  the  passage  from  the  obscurity  of  temporal 
hings  to  the  clarity  of'  light  inaccessible,  he 
vill  face  danger  with  high  resoluteness." 

Mr.  Nugent  made  the  following  statements: 
'The  hard  realities  we  are  all  facing  demand 
Dnd  must  have  the  most  complete  union  and 
;elf-effacing  co-operation  of  all  Americans  in 
he  grim  business  that  threatens  all  of  America's 
nighest  ideals  of  the  past. 

"Spiritual  solidarity  is  America's  crying  need. 
Pulpits  and  platforms  throughout  the  entire 
:ountry  earnestly  call  for  a  rebirth  of  spiritual 
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values  in  the  lives  of  Americans,  as  the  only 
basis  for  a  truly  united  America.  Only  such  a 
union  will  enable  us  to  array  our  complete  na- 
tional strength  against  the  most  evil  and  pow- 
erful forces  the  world  has  even  known."

_  .  institutions  of  higher  learning  in- 

I^UfVt,  troduce    accelerated    programs    to 

enable  students  to  complete  requirements  for  gradua- 
tion before  reaching  the  age  for  military  service.  In 
response  to  this  request  Boston  College  has  introduced 
an  accelerated  program  of  study.  It  will  be  possible, 
in  the  future,  for  students  to  complete  all  degree 
requirements  in  a  period  of  three  years. 

Students,  who  wish  to  take  advantage  of  further 
acceleration,  may  complete  the  work  required  in  two 
and  two-thirds  years.  For  this  group  a  Summer  Ses- 
sion of  eight  weeks  duration  will  begin  on  July  1, 
1942.  The  first  semester  of  the  accelerated  program 
for  all  Freshmen  will  begin  on  September  8,  1942. 

While  vacation  periods  will  be  shortened,  and  holi- 
days granted  more  infrequently,  courses  of  study 
and  content  of  curriculum  will  in  no  way  be  lessened. 

Programs  of  study  will  be  accelerated  with  no 
deviation  from  qualitative  or  quantitative  standards. 
Acceleration  will  not  be  permitted  to  become  mere 
haste.  For  not  by  haste  can  there  be  sound  training 
and  education  of  the  youth  of  America  for  intelligent 
and  thorough  participation  in  America's  destiny.

JJliUIWfl^  no  discriminaton  is  made  on  the 
grounds  of  religious  belief.  Religious  instruction  is 
given  in  class  periods  which  form  an  integral  element 
of  the  curriculum.  The  formal  instruction  is  sup- 
ported by  various  spiritual  extra-curricular  activities 
and  practices.  A  Student  Counsellor  is  available  at 
all  times  to  the  student.

supervision  and  control  of  trained  and  experienced 
teachers  and  is  not  a  thing  to  be  regulated  by  the 
inexperienced  students.  Today,  more  than  ever  be- 
fore, in  the  midst  of  bewilderment  and  vagueness, 
rigidly  supervised  courses  of  instruction  with  clear 


objectives,  sound  philosophy  and  training,  adequate 
for  the  needs  of  today  as  well  as  for  tomorrow,  are 
imperative.  The  attitudes  and  aptitudes  of  the  student 
must  be  carefully  explored,  his  mind  conditioned  to 
the  demands  of  narrow  specialization.  Therefore,  a 
harmonious  sequence  of  courses  must  be  arranged, 
with  courses  in  Language,  History,  Mathematics,  the 
Natural  Sciences  and  Philosophy  forming  the  core 
of  a  prescribed  curriculum. 

Together  with  these  courses  more  specialized  fields 
are  integrated  and  intensive  training  in  the  Languages 
and  Literature  or  Mathematics  and  the  Natural 
Sciences  or  in  the  Social  Sciences  is  not  only  possible, 
but  is  desirable. 

The  College  at  the  present  time  confers  two 
academic  degrees.  Bachelor  of  Arts  (A.B.),  and 
Bachelor  of  Science  (B.S.).  Individual  courses  of 
study  are  consequently  arranged  in  two  groups,  each 
one  leading  to  one  of  these  two  degrees.  Within  the 
Bachelor  of  Science  group,  there  are  again  seven 
groups,  since  all  students  registering  for  this  degree 
are  expected  to  concentrate  in  either  Biology  or 
Chemistry  or  Physics,  or  Electrical  Engineering  or 
History  or  Education  or  Social  Science  or  Business 
Administration. 

Selection  of  Course — Students  applying  for  ad- 
mission will  be  expected  to  signify  which  of  the  two 
general  groups  (A.B.  or  B.S.)  it  is  their  intention  to 
follow.  Students  who  wish  Pre-Medical  or  Pre- 
Dental  training  should  register  for  the  degree  of  A.B. 
or  B.S.,  Biology  Concentration.  Pre-Law  training 
is  given  in  the  A.B.  or  B.S.,  Social  Science  curricu- 
lum. They  will  be  aided  in  their  choice  by  the  Dean 
of  Freshmen  and  an  Advisor  for  Freshman  Studies. 

Field  of  Concentration — In  addition  to  prescribed 
courses  in  Language,  Mathematics,  Science,  Phi- 
losophy, all  students  must  choose  a  Field  of  Con- 
centration. In  this  choice  the  provocative  factor 
should  be  the  student's  prospective  place  in  the  emer- 
gency and  in  the  remote  future.

Religious,  Academic,  Dramatic,  Forensic,  Athletic. 
These  organizations,  suited  to  the  choice  and  inter- 
est of  the  individual,  supplemented  the  work  of  the 
class-room  and  gave  ample  opportunity  for  self- 
expression,  initiative  and  poise. 

It  has  not  been  deemed  advisable  to  curtail  these 
activities  but  rather  to  focus  all  their  manifestations 


more  sharply  on  the  conflict,  in  which  we,  as  a 
nation,  are  engaged.  Language  and  Science  Acad- 
emies will  be  used  by  the  student  to  acquire  new 
skill  which  will  make  a  direct  contribution  to  our 
war  effort. 

Religious  activities  will  in  no  way  be  minimized, 
for  in  the  formation  of  the  whole  man,  in  the  devel- 
opment of  a  fruitful  and  purposive  life,  religion  has 
no  substitute. 

Dramatic  and  forensic  activities  will  be  used  to 
channel  to  local  communities  and  clubs  correct  no- 
tions of  democracy,  freedom,  the  historic  role  that 
America  is  playing  in  the  present  day,  post  war 
aims  and  adjustment.  In  other  words  these  activi- 
ties will  serve  as  builders  of  morale  among  the 
student  body  as  well  as  the  local  civilian  population. 

Competitive  sports  will  serve  to  sharpen  the  com- 
petitive instincts  of  the  student  and  newer  lessons 
of  loyalty,  cooperation  and  team-play  will  be  their 
goal.

*^J^^  l/fffP^*^  Jnt  to  become  equipped,  in 
some  measure,  with  special  knowledge  and  skills, 
that  will  be  useful  when  he  is  called  into  the  armed 
forces,  industry,  or  other  civilian  activity.  The  Col- 
lege also  offers  courses  which  enable  the  student  to 
meet  college  requirements  of  different  branches  of 
the  military  service  in  a  minimum  of  time.  This  is 
especially  true  of  courses  in  mathematics  and  other 
subjects  for  men  who  enlist  in  the  Naval  Reserve, 
Class  V-1,  V-5,  V-7  Programs.  Pre-induction 
indoctrination  courses  have  been  established  with 
the  aid  of  the  First  Naval  District  for  these  Naval 
Reserve  Classes.  Programs  have  also  been  estab- 
lished for  candidates  for  the  Marine  Corps  Reserve, 
the  Flying  Cadet  Training  Program  of  the  Air 
Corps.  The  Civil  Pilot  Training  Program,  first  in- 
augurated at  Boston  College  in  the  Fall  of  1939,  will 
be  encouraged  among  the  students. 

Special  courses  with  or  without  credit  will  be  of- 
fered for  the  duration  of  the  emergency.  Courses 
in  Radio  and  Radio  Communications,  Metreorology, 
Navigation,  Morse  Code,  Ballistics,  First  Aid,  Civil- 
ian Defense,  have  become  part  of  the  War  Time  Pro- 
gram of  Boston  College. 

Physical  Education — Serious  concern  about  the 
physical  fitness  of  American  youth  has  led  the  War 
and  Navy  Departments  to  request  that  a  program 


of  Physical  Education  for  all  students  be  adopted  by 
collegiate  institutions. 

Boston  College  will  inaugurate  a  physical  program 
for  all  students  in  co-operation  with  this  request.

OuUitlAaWtL  ministered  by  the  Committee  on 
Admissions,  which  has  been  empowered  to  permit 
such  modifications  governing  admission  requirements 
as  may  be  judged  necessary  and  are  consistent  with 
the  maintenance  of  high  educational  standards.  Stud- 
ents who  have  minor  entrance  deficiencies  but  who 
show  promise  of  success  will  be  considered  for  ad- 
mission. 

Applications  for  admission  to  Boston  College  must 
be  filed  with  the  Registrar  no  later  than  May  1, 
1942  to  receive  consideration  for  Entrance  and  Schol- 
arship Examinations,  which  will  be  held  on  Satur- 
day, May  9,  1942.  Supplementary  Entrance  Ex- 
aminations will  be  held  on  August  25,  1942.  Appli- 
cation for  these  examinations  must  be  filed  no  later 
than  August  15,  1942.
